Plans Started for New Modern 
* Cement Bridge. 

The AuSable river bridge at the 
: Big mill on Cedar street fell through 
| Tuesday, when a wagon loaded with 
‘ashes belonging to the Ashery works 
and driven by Fred Browr and Ed. 
, Hollingsworth were in the middle of 
, it, precipitating all into ‘the river. 

Just as the load reached the middle 
of the bridge it gave away -and crash- 
‘ed tothe river bed. Mr. Brown said 
(that he looked back and could see the 
wagon and horses coming down on 
top of him and how he managed to es- 
cape injury he is unable to tell. 

The water is deep at this place and 
the men and horses were at once sub- 
merged and it was with difficulty that 
one of the horses was saved from 
Growniug. All were recovered and it 
was found that the men and horses 
had escaped without injury. The 
neckyoke was the only thing that was 
broken. Workmen from the mill came 
tothe rescue and landed the horses 
and wagon, 

This bridge was used extensively 
aud every day heavy loads were car. 
ried across it, besides scores of autos 
traversed it daily in season, and it is 
indeed fortunate that no casualties 
are to be reported from the accident. 

This place has needed a new bridge 
for some time and more thana year 
ago the Township board made appli- 
cation to the State highway depart- 
ment for permission to build one there, 
and for plans and specifications. In 
cases of all bridges with a span of 
more than thirty feet the State high- 
way department requires that plans 
‘and specifications be supplied from 
that department. 

The State department promised last 
spring that they would send an ex- 
pert here to determine just what was 
required. Due to a rush of business 
in that department they were unable 
ta send an engineer here before Sep- 
tember, After au inspection of the

Pians from the State department 
‘were approved by them December 21, 
of last year and were mailed to Gray- 
ling January 4, 1918. These are now 
on file with our Supervisor. Sucha 
bridge as the Highway department 
recommends shall be built will cost 
approximately $10,000. 

Steps are being taken at once to get 
the work started. Itis a big job and 
will probably take several months to 
get it constructed. 

The east bridge is being strength- 
ened so as to assure safety in driving 
over it, as this will have to serve until

NEWS REVIEW OF 


THE PAST WEEK 


British Army, Now Supported by 
French Troops, Still Holds 
Back the Germans. 


DRAWS BACK EAST OF YPRES 


Huns Fight Furlously to Capture the 
Messines Ridge and Bethune—Secre. 
tary Baker Returns to Speed 
America’s Men Across—-Schwab 
Heads Shipbuilding.

At the end of another week of the 
most sanguinary battle the world has 
ever known, the British army was still 
undestroyed, its lines still unbroken. 
Overwhelmingly outnumbered in Flan- 
ders, Haig’s men were forced to give 
up some {mportant positions, and east 
of Ypres they withdrew from the bulg- 
ing Passchendaele salient before the 
enemy observed the movement, and 
straightened and shortened their de 
fensive line so that it was much 
stronger and more secure, Meanwhile 
French re-enforcements arrived to as- 
sist the British, the commanders hav- 
ing decided that the Flanders offensive 
was not merely a diversion. To the 
south, on the Somme and the Aisne, 
the French had been stoutly repulsing 
every attack, and it was predicted 
that the time was near when General 
Foch, the allied commander in chief, 
might be expected to start his counter- 
offensive. Though they were. still 
bringing fresh divisions into the bat- 
tle, ft was figured the Germnrns must 
be approaching the point of exhaus- 
tion, when a return blow would be 
most effective. Indeed, it did not 
seem this blow could be much longer 
delayed, for the British, though, their 
spirit and courage were undiminished, 
were sustaining continuous attacks by 
an enemy which was {immensely superi- 
or in numbers and was under leaders 
whose disregard for life was utterly 
reckless,

At the beginning of the week the 
Germans, finding they could not make 
much progress toward Bethune, at 
the south part of their salient. because 
of the stubborn resistance of the Brit- 
ish at Givenchy, Festubert and Locon, 
turned to the north and undertook to 
flank Ypres by driving the British 
from the Ballleul-Neuve Egiise, Wul- 
verghem-Hollebeke line, For two 
days the attacks of the Huns were 
beaten back with fearful slaughter. 
but then Field Marshal Hatg was com- 
pelled to give ground and retired from 
part of the famous Messines ridge, at 
the same time drawing his IInes nearer 
to Ypres. There was still higher 
ground at his rear, however, and his 
generals and men displayed a cheerful 
optimism that contrasted with the de- 
pression caused tn England and, to a 
considerable extent, in America by 
what looked like serious reverses, 
Not for a minute did the men who are 


‘doing the fighting admit that they 


were beaten or could be beaten by any 
forces Hindenburg could bring against 
them, and though the Hun, when he 
had taken RBallleul, was within 24 
mites of Dunkirk, they still had no iden 
of permitting him to force his way to 
the coast. 

In the effort to reach the La Bassee 
canal and take Hazebrouck, the enemy, 
after Intense artillery preparation, at- 
tacked along the front from Meteren 
to Robecq, but was repulsed at almost 
every point and sustained heavy 
losses, The allied artillery was espe 
cially effective here and east of Be- 
thune and the Germans found it al- 
most impossible to bring up their 
transport trains, 

On Thursday the enemy resumed 
his attacks in the Rethune region, 
throwing a number of light bridges 
across La Bassee ¢nnal near Locon. 
These were swept awny hy the British 
artillery and machine-gun fire and 
large numbers of Germans were killed. 
Again and again the Germans re- 
newed the attack, using more than 
125,000 fresh troops on the 12-mlle 
front hetween St. Venant and Given- 
chy, but ench time they were thrown 
back with appalling Insses, . French 
infantry and batteries co-operated 
with Haig's forces. 

— Bay —— 

Snve for certain engineer unites, the 

American troops had not yet been en- 


gaged in the big battle, but they were 
steadily and rapidly moving up. to 
their assigned positions, and the news 
that more and more of them were be- 
ing hurrted across the Atlantic was 
greeted with enthusiasm by the Brit- 
ish and French officers and men. .They 
are needed, and needed qulckly, for the 
allled commanders, though belleving 
their Hnes cannot be broken, know the 
enemy is still very strong, and un- 
doubtedly is gathering his strength for 
further tremendous efforts. While he 
well might be held by the allled forces 
now there, he can only be crushed and 
driven back when they have been 
greatly re-enforced by the boys from 
America, 

Moreover, the commanders of the 
allies say no greater mistake could be 
made than to think this is the final 
battle. Even If it can be called de- 
cisive, it 1s absolutely essential that 
the United States send over all its men 
as quickly as possible, that all possible 
eventuallties may be faced and the 
right kind of a victory ultimately en- 
forced. 

—a— 

That this is the view of Secretary 
of War Baker also fs made plain fn 
his report to the president, made on 
his return last week from Europe. In 
a sentence this was that the United 
States must furnish the strength that 
will crush Germany, and must furnish 
it at once. If Mr. Baker ever thought 
the’sar was “3,000 miles away.” his 
trip abroad has cured him of that de- 
lusion, There Is now no warmer ad- 
vocate of the policy of giving force, 
precision and rapidity to American ac- 
tivities, and on his own behalf and 
that of his department he pledged bet- 
ter results In hurrying men and muni- 
tions to the fighting front, 

As for the American troops naw In 
France, Mr. Baker had nothing but 
praise for their condition and their 
military qualities. They have made 
good .In every way, he said. Those 
same. troops during the week had op- 
portunity to shaw the stuff they were 
made of, for several times the Ger- 
mans made flerce attacks In the Toul 
sector, Each time they were repulsed. 
and the Yankees went into the fray 
with a joy that did the hearts of their 
officers good, Their bravery, coolness 
and efficiency were so general that 
thelr commanders had difficulty in 
picking out any men for especial com- 
mendation, 

— a 

The evident and urgent need for 
more soldiers heIned to hasten Llord 
George's man-power bill through par- 
liament, despite the opposition caused 
by the clause applying conseription to 
Treland. The government also pre- 
pared to ‘introduce its home rule bill 
which {ft announced it would pass or 
fall {In the attempt. There was con- 
siderable dissatisfaction In England 
over the fact that the British in Fland- 
ers were so badly outnumbered by the 
Germans, and the blame, if any, was 
not placed, there were insistent enlls 
for the return of Sir William Robert- 
son to the position of chfef of the {m- 
perial generat staff. On Thursday 
Viscount Milner was made secretary 
of state for war, the earl of Derby be- 
coming ambassador to France. 

—r— 

Since tt 1s still evident that “ships 
will win the war.” and that America 
must supply most of the ships, our 
national shipbuilding agencltes were 
reorganized last week for the fifth 
time and Charles M. Schwab, chair- 
man of the hoard of directors of the 
Bethlehem Steel corporation, was giv- 
en the new position of director general 
of shipbuilding and placed in supreme 
control of the construction of mer- 
chant vessels, Chairman Hurley of 
the shipping board and General Man- 
ager Plez will work {n complete har- 
mony with him, directing the organit- 
zation necessary to carry out his 
Plans. The necessity for some sich a 
step was shown by the official an- 
nouncement «of the change, which 
said: “The carrying forward of the 
construction work In the 1380 ship 
yards now in operation fs so bad that 
it requires a re-enforcement of the 
shipbuilding organization throughout 
the country.” The determination to 
speed pp shipbuilding was evidenced 
hy the warning Issupd by Mr, Hurley 
that delinquent planta will be taken 
over by the government unless they 
show decided {mprovement.

The British admiralty report showed 
15 British versels sunk by submarines 
during the previous week, 11 of them 
being 1.000 tons or over. 

On Monday British warships encoun- 
tered a fleet of German armed traw!l- 
ers in the Kattegat and sank ten of 
them, the nearby German naval forces 


evidently not daring to come out to 
the rescue. The fact that the British 


were engaged in clearing the Kattegat | 


of mines may portend naval operations 
of moment.

Turning to the east, we find the parts 
of the former state of Russia being ex- 
ploited'as fields for, German ruthless- 
ness comparable to that which devas- 
tated Belgium. According to advices 
in, Washington, the Huns intend to 
make Ukraine an Austro-German col- 
ony, and are about to dissolve the rada 
and install a Teuton government. Al- 
ready they are putting Austro-Germans 
into all the offices and have cut 
Ukraine off from all communication 
with Russia proper, All entente offi- 
cers in the state have been ordered un- 
der arrest. Finland is running red 
with the blood of the people of the 
working class and others who oppose 
the White guard and the Finnish feu- 
dal class. They are pointed out to the 
German troops, which have occupied 
Helsingfors, and are murdered by the 
latter In conjunction with the White 
guard. The provisional government of 
Fimland and tens of thousands of Finns 
have retired to Petrograd. The bru- 
talities of the Huns are being exhibited 
also in Russia Itself as the troops push 
their way-.north and east. In one vil- 
lage the inhabitants resisted an armed 
requisition for money’ by German 
forces and an officer was killed in the 
resulting scuffle. Thereupon the Ger- 
mans burned the town and with ma- 
chine guns staughtered the {nhabitants 
as they fled from their blazing homes. 
Against this and other similar outrages 
Tchitcherin, Russian minister of for- 
eign affairs, protested to Berlin, ask- 
ing the punishment of the guilty, But 
cun anyone recall the inflletion of pun- 
ishment on the Huns who perpetrated 
like outrages jn Belgium and northern 
France? 

Any hope that the relations between 
Germany and Austria-Hungary might 
be disrupted by the exposure of Em- 
peror Charles’ letter concerning peace 
and the French claim te Alsace-Lor- 
raine was dispelled by the appointment 
of Baron Burian ag minister of for- 
eign affairs to succeed Count Czernin, 
the offictal goat. Burian ft? recognized 
as a firm supporter of the policy of a 
continued allfance with Germany and 
the press of both Austria and Germany 
assert that the country’s forelen pol- 
jey will not be changed by him. Dr. 
Von Seydler, the Austrian premier, 
was emphatic In stating the same view, 
and said those who looked to the en- 
tente for salvation would always be 
regarded and treated as enemies of the 
state. In this category he must In- 
clude many of the people of Bohemia, 
for at a great mass meeting in Prague 
President Wilson was cheered and the 
kalser jeered. In Vienna there has 
heen serious rioting by the hungry peo- 
ple. 

—m— 

Bolo Pasha, the spectacular French 
traitor, was executed at Vincennes on 
Wednesday, after having made canfes- 
sions that are believed to Involve many 
others {n his infamies. In the United 
States men, equally guilty of treason 
are allowed to live, and if arrested are 
usually let out on ball to continue their 
vile practices until the time comes for 
their trial. This may he remedied, 
however, by the passnge of the Cham- 
berlain bill {ntroduced in the senate, 
declaring the United States a part of 
the milltary zone and making spies 
and disioyalists subject to trial by 
court-martial," Among those who ap- 
peared before the senate committee to 
urge the passage of this measure, was 
W, B. Bloodgood, chairman of the MU- 
waukee council of defense. He warn- 
ed the senators that dire consequences 
might result In Wisconsin unless the 
government deals more effectively with 
disloyalty and sedition. “Feeling grows 
stronger with the departure of every 
army transport,” said he, “and the peo- 
ple are likely to go back to primitive 
methods.” Mr. Bloodgood asserted 
that pro-German propaganda has been 
widely disseminated in the training 
camps where Wisconsin troops have 
been quartered, and that German 
agents have purchased union cards and 
obtained employment {tn munition fac- 
tories when they were unable to hit a 
nail on the head. 

Extension ‘of the esplonige law to

Hast Lansing, Mich—No Michigan 
farm product has been argued over 
and fought about more within the last 
few months than the potato—where- 
fore the stibject of tubers has for the 
most part become one that peace-lov- 
ing men have of late Hked to shun. 
Here and there, in fact, antipathy 
towards the potato has become so pro- 
nounced that many a farmer has de- 
elded to part company with ft as a 
major crop—all of which is causing 
divers canny growers to decide that fn 
spite of current unfavorable market 
conditions, the present will neverthe- 
less be a good year for putting {n 
Aubers, 

“It has been my policy,” a big grow- 
er {n the Greenville district told me, 
“to go more or les# opposite to the 
crowd, When I see my neighbors here 
and elsewhere in Michigan going in 
heavily for a crop, I decide that it will 
be a good crop to stay away from. 

“On the other hand, when IJ observe 
thein to be holding off and boycotting 
f crop, s0 to speak, I go in for it, for 
the chances are that under the cir- 
cumstances the crop will be small and 
-the market good.” 

Bo while there are those who have 
lost some of thelr faith in the potato, 
the crop will continue to be a favorite 
this year with growers whose fore- 
sight 1s better than thelr hindsight.

ting, the old formaldehyde treatment, 
known for a long time for use against 
scab, may safely be employed. 

Soak the uncut potatoes for 15 min- 
utes in formaldehyde solution made 
with one pint of concentrated for 
maldehyde (36 to 40 per cent) in 80 
gallons of water. 

Experiments compieted in 1917 have 
shown that 15 minutes‘is as effective 
a perlod as the longer time (1%4 to 2 
hours) previously recommended, 

This solution does not have the 
power to prevent the black scurf from 
causing infection after the tubers are 
planted, hence the necessity of close 
sorting when cutting. Since the black 
scurfs are very evident when the tu- 
bers are wet, {f the cutting is done 
immediately after treating this sorting 
ig an easy matter. 

The weak formaldehyde solution 
does not lose strength on standing a3 
is commonly supposed but It gets 
slightly. stronger. Unlike the corrosive 
sublimate, It may be used repeatedly 
for treating. 

It {s very probable that treated pota- 
toes are not desirable stock food, even 
when cooked, because of the very in- 
jurious effects of even slight amounts 
of formaldehyde upon digestive pro- 
cesses. 

This treatment {s about one-third 
cheaper than the corrosive sublimate 
treatment. 

Formaldehyde ts a strong chemical. 
It 1s not safe to vary the strengthe

The seed may be treated In elther 
of the following ways: 

First—With cerrosive sublimate, 


Soak“the seed tubers In corrosive. 


subliniate solution for one-half hour. 
The solution is m@de with 4 ounces of 
corrostve sublimate tn 30 gallons of 
water, This. trentment centrols scab 
and black scurf. Refnfection from un- 
treated sacks must he avolded. Disin- 
fect these containers {n the treating 
solution. 

Corrosive sublimate crystals or the 
diluted solution are deadly polsonous. 
Use precaution and keep this material 
out of the way of Ive stock and chil- 
dren. 

The crystals dissolve slowly in cold 
water, but rapidly in hot water. 

Treated tubers are not safe to feed 
to stock, 

Corrosive sublimate, as a the name in- 
dicates, attacks metals. Jt must be 
used tn wooden vessels, 

Potatoes should be uncut when 
sonked. 

Treatment with small lots can he 
readily given hy use of a barrel, soak- 
{ng one sack at o time. 

Time Can Be Shortened, 

Larger quantities can most rendily 
be handled. in a targe vat made of 
heavy stuff, holding 8 to 12 crates at 
a time.

GARDEN SOILS NEED LIME 


Use of This Material Almost Always 
Helps Crop, M. A. C. Men 
Declare. 


East Lansing. Mich.—"Most garden 
sotls need Mme,” declares Dr. M. M. 
McCool of the department of soils of 
the Michigan Agricultural college, in a 
press bulletin issued recently. “lf 
the soll {s deficient In lime, practically 
all garden crops respond to Its use.: 

“It may be applied fn several forms, 
Tf the hydrated Time is -nsed, 10 pounds 
per square rod should suffice for about 
three years, It should be scattered 
over the surface of the soll and work- 
-ed in by means of the spade or hoe 
at lenet one week before seeding the 
vegetables, Where finely ground 
limestone or powdered marl is used, 380 
-pounds. per. square rod should he 
enough, but ff the coarse limestone 1s 
nprilied: ‘this amount should be dou: 
bled. ae

Lansing—Since the legislature of 
1909 passed a law requiring non-resi- 
dent liquor dealers to pay a state tax, 
$205,125.60 has been collected from 
this source. From 1911 to 1917 the 
number, of such dealers dropped from 
88 to 30. 

Detroit—The first Detroiter, belong- 
ing to an American unit, to be re- 
turned because of wounds from “over 
there" is Corp. Jack G. Ulmer. He 
was injured on the line of duty Novem- 
ber 14, 1917, while massing ammuni- 
tion. After an explosion of a German 
shell he was taken to a hospital with 
20 fractured bones. r 

Millington—-While the family of 
George Phelps entertained friends 
with a musical program, the room was 
suddenly darkened by a _ cloud of 
smoke, the house being afire. The 
party barely escaped, the roof having 
fallen in, Mr. Phelps was painfully 
burned and Otis Depottey was struck 
on the head by a falling brick. 


Detroit—Two thousand men were 
rounded up in raids when the dragnet 
was spread for draft dodgers in pool- 
rooms, saloons, dance halls and cabar- 
ets. The Light Guard armory was used 


to corral the prisoners, and, after 
gruelling investigations, 200 of the 
number taken were held at police 


headquarters for further examination. 


Lansing—An appeal to the food ad- 
ministration and the governor for help 
on the milk problem was made by a 
delegation of dairymen and farmers 
from Portland, Ionia county. Fifteen 
thousand pounds of milk daily is be- 
ing wasted in that vicinity, accomling 
to the protestants, because the govern- 
ment has reduced its purchase of con- 
densed milk. P 

Ann -Arbor—The Deutscher Verein 
of the University of Michigan has been 
allowed to lapse for the duration of 
the war, although the organization has 
not formally disbanded. The property 
of the Verein has been turned over to

Saginaw—-The name of the Germania 
school has been changed to “Lincoln”. 
‘The motion was supported by School 
Inspector G. F. Opperman, former pres- 
ident of the Germania society which 
established the school 40 years ago 
and later turned it over to the city. 
The budget for the vear provides for 
an increase of 10 per cent in the sal- 
aries of the teachers. 

Camp Custer-—-Law and order is evi- 
dently more prevalent in the 85th di- 
vision than in any other army organi- 
zation. <A report shows that the divi- 
sion has had fewer general court- 
martials than any cantonment, army 
post or point where troops are being 
assembled in the United States. This 
is in spite of the fact that during 
March and April more genera! courts 
were held than In all the previous 
months the division has been organ- 
ized. , 

Ann Arbor—Low neck shirtwaists 
worn by women have caused a big de- 
crease in tuberculosis, according to 
Dr. William De Kleine, president of 
the Michigan Anti-tuberculosis aasocia- 
tion, the low necks being credited in 
large part with the fact that the dis 
ease is now less prevalent among wo- 
men than among men. The theory ts 
that the exposure of the throat and 
neck gives the women greater power 
of resistance to all throat and lung 
diseases. 

Camp Custer—After several weeks’ 
investigation and consideration,  di- 
vision headquarters completed a tenta- 
tlve arrangement for Passenger ser- 
vice between Camp Custer and Battle 
Creek. The jitney problem has been 
one which haa provided considerable 
food for thought. The camp has 
thought the jitneys are necessary, but 
had realized also that they must be 
regulated, Jitneys are compelled to 
have a common depot in Battle Creek 
and one in camp. A line of busses is 
being operated in camp. 

Detroit—Probably no other man in 
Michigan has seen more service on 
the western front than Lieutenant Ed- 
ward Davison, of Detroit, whose name 
appears among the wounded in a late 
casualty list from Ottawa. Davison 
was widely known in local military ctr 
cles, having served in the Thirty-first 
Michigan Volunteer infantry during 
the, Spanish-American war.

CLAIMS 183 AMERICAN PRIS- 

ONERS TAKEN IN RAID. 


BRITISH AND FRENCH MAKE 
SUCCESSFUL COUNTER ATTACK 


Hammer Great Dent in Enemy Lines 
and Improve Positions—Prisoners 
and Guns, First Since Battle 
Started, Were Taken. 
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Events of the First Month 
of Present Great Battle. 


The chief events of the first 
month of the biggest battle the 
world has ever known are as fol- 
lows: 

March 21—Offensive opens with 
German artillery attack on Brit- 
ish near St. Quentin that could be 
heard in England. 

March 22—German massed 
troops assault in close formation 
over line of 50 miles. 

March 23—British army driven 
back between Arras and LaFere, 
with Germans throwing million 
men into fight, 

March 24—Somme_ crossed by 
Germans who capture Ham, Pe- 
ronne and Chauny. 

March 26—Deep wedge, driven 
between French and English arm- 
jes with the capture of Noyon. 

March 27—Albert lost by Brit- 
ish. 

April 12—Armentiers 
British. 

April 16—-Nouve Eglise lost by 
British. 

April 17—Wytschaete, Wulver- 
ghem and Bailleul taken by Ger- 
mans, 

April 18—Germans checked 
along Givenchy-LaBassee canal 
front, Their drive ’ in Flanders 
slowed up. 

April 20—British make counter 
blow, compelling Germans to give 


up ground around Givenchy. 
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London—The German high com- 
mand, having been unsuccessful in 
piercing the British front in Flanders 
and separating British and French 
armies, essayed a stroke against Am- 
ericans and French northwest of Toul, 
on April 20, and here also Teuton 
strategy seemingly has failed utterly 
to bring its plans to fruition. 

Although Germans attacked in waves 
with greatly superior numbers of men, 
Americans and Frenchmen held all 
their positions and inflicted heavy 
losses on the enemy. What gains 
were made in the initial onslaughts 
were entirely retrieved by the Ameri- 
can and French. 

The Berlin official communication 
asserts in the drive 183 American pris- 
onera and 25 machine guns were cap- 
tured by Germans, who cut their way 
for about a mile and a quarter into the 
American lines at Seicheprey. 


Allies Improve Positions. 

London—-Both the British and 
French struck sharp, successful, local 
blows in Flanders April 20, which ma- 
terially improved their positions. 

The crowning success of the Allies’ 
local operations came when the French 
in a brilliant charge on the center of 
the German southern wedge, to the 
northwest of Bethuns, hammered a 
great dent into the enemy's lines. They 
took prisoners and captured several 
German cannon, the first to be taken 
fronr the foe since he launched his 
great spring drive. 


French Reserves Arrive in Time. 

London —- Reinforced by French 
troops, the Allied line is holding hard 
against further incursions by the Ger- 
mans from the region of La Bassee to 
the north of Ypres, according to April 
19 reports. Everywhere the Germans 
have struck the line in an endeavor 
to press back the defenders, they have 
been repulsed with heavy losses and 
have been successful nowhere in gain- 
ing further ground. 

Attacks of an extraordinary violent 
nature were thrown by. the Germans 
on the 10-mile front between Givenchy 
and Robeca, where an endeavor was 
made to cross the La Basse canal and 
bend southward the salient which out- 
flanks the important railroad town of 
Bethune. 

If successful, the new attack of the 
Germans would jeopardize the entire 
Arras sector, which includes the fa- 
mous French coaling region 
Lens and the equally famous ‘Vimy 
ridge, where the Canadians are hold- 
ing forth. 


Austrian Factions Near Revolt. 
Washington.—Following the resigna- 


tlon of the Hungarian ministry, the |. 


political situation in Austria-Hungary 
ig extremely delicate, according to an 
official dispatch from Switzerland, 
summarizing reports from Budapest 
and comment in Austrian and German 
newspapers. Marked discontent retgna 
in Viena, according to the dispatch, 
while speaches delivered in parliament 
by the Czechs, Jugo-Slava and Poles 
inspire hatred of Germany and demand 
reorganization of Austria-Hungary.
